amounts bear the O K’s of Chairman 
Tietje of the Claims Committee, the 
duty of which is to audit claims and 
certify to their correctness, and of 
either John J. Faulkner or William R* 
Rodenberger as City Comptroller; and 
sometimes of William Stacy, City Clerk. 

2. That former Mayor Charles 8S. Lam- 
bert, who presided at nearly all the 
sessions of the Council from which mem- 
bers were absent, signed the warrants 
to pay members for meetings which 
they did not attend. ; 

The statutes of Illinois and the Re- 
vised Ordinances of East St. Louis 
state: 

“The compensation of the Aldermen vf 
said city is hereby fixed at the sum of 
$3 to each Alderman for each meeting 
of the City Council actually attende:l 
by him, and no other compensation than 
for attendance upon such meetings shall 


~be allowed or paid to any Alderman 


for any service whatsoever.” 

If the evidence shows an agreement 
for concerted action to do an Illegal 
act, the action, under the Illinois law. 
is punishable as conspiracy. 

The Journal of the Council from 
May, 1912, to May, 10913, shows the 
fellowing record of absences:

Dowling, 24; Brown, 24; Degen, 22; 
Malinee, 15; Leckel, 11; Sheer, 9; 
Gavin, 9; Roche, 8; Huachle, 6; Fans- 
ler, 53; Rouge, 5; Hahn, 4; Tietje, 4; 
Priwer, 83; and Spiesbach, 2. The rec- 
ords show that Runtszs has not attend- 
ed one of the weekly meetings of the 
Council since Dec, 23, 1912. 

Examimation of the Journal reveals 
the fact that the Council by unanimous 
vote of all members present appro- 
priated money to pay each of these 
Councilmen for the meetings which they 
did not attend, and that prior to making 
the appropriation the Council received 
@ report signed by Chairman Tietje of 
the Claims Committee stating that the 
committee had audited the claims and 
that each was correct. 

Paid Even When on Junket, 

A meeting of the Council was sched- 
wled for Sept. 23, 1912. At that time a 
majority of the members were in New 
York on a junket at the expense of the 
oity and only four Councilmen answered 
In the absence of a 
quorum no mecting was held. When 
the members .returned from the Dast 
they voted to pay themselves $3 each 
for attending the meeting which was 
not held because :a: majority of their 
‘number was out of the city on a pleas- 
ure jaunt. | 

The records of the Council for the 
fiscal Year 191} ehow that members who 
were absent were not paid for meetings 
they failed to attend, and that the 
custom of making such payments tame 
inte vogue with the 1912 Council,

money from circulation. The reserve 
bank would be a bank of banks, with 
the privilege of rediscounting commer- 
cial paper. 

In the place of the national bank 
notes, which would be retired over a 
period of 20 years, the Government 
would issue to the Federal reserve 
banks a. new kind of currency, probably 
to be designated as ‘‘Federal reserve 
Treasury notes,” 

The limit of this issue would be $600,- 
000,000, and it would be backed by com- 
mercial paper of prime quality, or other 
valuable security. Elasticity would be 
given towtke system in this manner. 
While these, notes would not: be secured 
by gold they would be redeemable. in 
gold by the Treasury or Federal reserve 
banks. 

Excess Earnings to U. S&S. 

Under section 7 the earnings of each 
ederal reserve bank would be' dis- 
posed of as follows: 

“After the payment of all expenses 
and taxes, the shareholders shall be en- 
titled .to receive an annual dividend of 
5 per centum on the paid-in capital, which 
dividend shall be cumulafive. One-half 
the net earnings shall be paid into the 
surplus fund until said fund _§ shall 
amount to 20 per cent of the paid-in cap- 


ital of such bank, and the remaining Central reserve banks. 


one-half shall be paid to the United 
States, and whenever and so long as 
the surplus fund of such Federal reserve 
bank amounts to 20 per centum of the 
paid-in capital, and the shareholders 
shall have received the dividends at the 
rate of 5 per cent per annum herein 
provided for, all excess earnings shall 
be vaid to the United States.”’ 

Means are taken to protect the United 
States 2 per. cent .bonds, which now 
form the security for the national bank 
notes by permitting the graduated re- 
tirment of these notes over a period 
of years, and their exchange for 3 per 
cent bonds without the circulating priv- 
ilege. 

Government to Have Voice. 


The Government, leaders declare, will 


have an emphatic voice in the manage- | 


ment of the new system. Directors of 
Federal reserve banks will consist of 
three members chosen by the Federal 
Reserve Board, one of whom shall be 
chairman, three members chosen by the 
public interests in the district and three 
elected by the banks.

anti-home rule referendum petitions will 
ye filed tomorrow in the Secretary of 
State’s office, according to information 
received by that official today. . The 
number of signatures could not be 
learned, but it is claimed they are am- 
ple in number to suspend the law. 

The object of the referendum petitions 
is to appeal to the people of the State 
from the judgment of the Legislature in 
passing laws transferring from the Gov- 
ernor of the State to the Mayor of St. 
Louis the power to appoint the St. Louis

The filing of the petitions, it is held, 
will suspend the operation of the laws 
until the election of November, 1914. The 
laws will then fail to become operative 
unless a majority of the people of the 
entire State vote to sustain them.

It is so in all business affairs of 
life, and it will ever be so, of course. 


“The one weakness of the newspa- 
pers lies in’ the fact that too many 
newspapers predetermine a fixed policy 
of such paper, and determine-in ad- 
vance whether the holding of the courts, 
if one way or the other,. shall be com- 
mended or disapproved, and then the 
matter is taken up by some editorial 
writer whose name is not known to the 
public.”

Criticism Is Invited, 

“Intelligent criticism is invited,” said 
Judge McPherson. “Slang and vitu- 
peration are despised by the Judge, an:! 
as I believe, by the, intelligent public. 
Substantial and honest and matured 
criticism is of a great aid to the courts, 
as well as educators of the public. Crit- 
icism at random tends to make a Judge 
careless. Criticism of newspapers 
should be of a kind, and none other, 
than the editor would use in conversa- 
tion with the Judge. Then there would 
be no bitterness, but a useful exchange 
of views. And with such _ criticism, 
progress will be made, because such 
criticism is within the limits of ‘‘free- 
dom of the press’ and not a mere license 
for which there is no remedy, and no 
resulting good. Let editors and writ- 
ers be gentlemanly toward the Judges. 
And let: Judges have a due regard tu 
the freedom of the press. The public 
will then be the beneficiaries.” 

In the beginning of his paper, 
Judge McPherson said he wished the 
relationship between the courts and 
the press were more fair and sincere 
than it is. 

“The freedom of the press is one 
of the institutions of this country, 
and as such will ever exist, and right- 
ly so,’’ he continued. “And no one 
believes| in this more than do the 
courts. It was but recently that the 
courts righteously, against’ terrific 
pressure, prevented the dragging of 
editors, one of them nearly 1000 miles, 
to make answer to an alleged libel. 
One recital in the declaration of in- 
dependence against England was to 
the effect that Americans were car- 
ried beyond seas for trial. When a 
court in Washington City, backed by 
strong pressure and great power, 
sought to drag a New York City and 
an Indianapolis editor to Washington 
City, because of editorials with ref- 
erence to the Panama Canal, it was 
the courts that stamped it as an out- 
rage, and decreed that such oppres- 
sion could not exist in a free coun- 
try. The literature found in the pub- 
lished reports of the courts show 
that the newspapers, their editors 
and publishers, will not plead in vain 
for protection by the courts. This 
protection will be given because it is 
just that it should be so. And the 
courts, should be fairly considered ‘by 
the press.” 

“Yellow Journals Outlaws.” 

“In speaking of the press,I have but 
little to say about the scandalmongers 
and the so-called ‘yellow journals.’ They 
are outlaws, and are entirely beyond 
the pale of respect by the courts and de- 
cent citizens generally. We Judges have 
no remedy as against them, It is idle 
to talk about bringing actions, either 
civil or criminal, for libel, because such 
actions are expensive, and usually ludi- 
crous, if not farcical. Most newspapers, 
like most men, are sincere as to their 
utterances. Their unfair criticisms come 
from lack of Information. They are too 
impatient to strike. 

“In speaking of the relations that do, 
or ought to, exist between the newspa- 
pers and the courts, there are a num- 
ber of fundamental errors, which, like 
cobwebs, should be brushed away. One 
of these errors is in the fact that a 
great many of the Judges seemingly be- 
Heve that because they wear the robes 
of office, they are and should be beyond 
criticism. That is fallacy. I believe as 
much as does anyone in maintaining the 
dignity of the courts and that the people 
should have respect for the courts. But 
a Judge must command respect in some 
other way than by making this argu- 
ment. He cannot command respect by 
becoming a recluse, nor by wearing a 
silk hat or a morning frock coat, or a 
white tie, or by speaking in gutteral 
tones of voice.”’ 

Judge McPherson then gave in detail 
his ideas of a Judge, teld how they 
are sometimes criticised, and continued:

IS ACTING A DUAL 
ROLE ON BRIDGE 


ust Respect Baird’s Ruling, but 
Friends Seek Reber Ap- 
proach Repeal. 


Petitions to" submit to a referendum 
vote the proposed repeal of the South- 
ern Traction Co.’s loop franchise and the 
ordinance locating the Reber east side 
approach to the bridge, are being circu- 
lated under the auspices of J. P. Mc- 
Donough, chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the Central Trades and 


Labor Union. 

The calling of a special election for 
this pufpose will require the signatures 
of 2 per cent ‘of the qualified voters of 
St. Louis, or about 40,000 names. 

McDonough told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the Central Trades and 
Labor Union is in favor of the Gerhart 
northeast approach to the bridge and 
believes the organization will oppose the 
Alton & Mississippi Railroad approach. 

Chairman Schmoll and his associates 
on the Republican City Committee have 
promised to aid the labor organization 
movement. Mayor Kiel, who is urging 
the Municipal Assembly to set a date 
for an election to vote bonds for the 
completion of the bridge, believes the 
attitude of-the people should be learned 
on the question of repéaling the Reber 
approach ordinance 
Traction loop franchise. 

At the same time the Mayor has given 


“encouragement to President Kinsey of 


tle Board of Public Improvements and 
other advocates of the proposed Alton & 
Mississippi Railroad approach to the 
bridge, without, however, definitely com- 
mitting himself to that propasal. 


Mayor in Dual Role. 

City Counsellor Baird, in an opinion 
prepared for the Mayor, members of the 
Municipal Assembly and other city offi- 
cials, held recently that neither the 
Southern_Traction franchise nor the Re- 
ber approach ordinance could be re- 
pealed legally. 

In answer to the City Counsellor’s ad- 
vice, the Mayor says he finds himself 
in a dual capacity. As Mayor, he takes 
the position he must abide by Coun- 
sellor Baird’s legal judgment. In the 
role of private citizen, the situation, he 
maintains, is entirely changed. 

“TT can ask my friends on the Repub- 
lican City Committee,” ..he explained, 
“to get these propositions to a vote of 
the people. The people are seldom 
wrong. As Mayor, of course, I would 
take no hand in the election to deter- 
mine whether the Southern Traction 
franchise should be repealed or retained. 
I would have the right, however, as a 
citizen, to express my verdict at the 
polls.”’ 

The Mayor has iterated and reiterated 
his political duality, much to the amuse- 
ment of. other officials at the gity hall. 
Meantime, the Railroad Committee of 
the House of Delegates has invited the 
Mayor, the Railroad Cémmittee of the 
Council, the City Counsellor and the 
President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to participate in a joint con- 
ference on the bridge approach problem. 


Officials to Go Up River. 

For this purpose the city harbor boat 
has been selected and a trip up the river 
will be made by the city officials Sat- 
urday afternoon. The B. P. I. President 
will act as chairman of the meeting. 

If the Alton & Mississippi approach 
to the bridge is selected, the located 
Reber approach, with the exception of 
2330 feet extending eastwardly from the 
eastern stone pier will be abandoned. 
The extended Reber approach is two 
and one-half miJes long. The Alton 
& Mississippi covers 2% miles, but 
the estimated cost of that approach has 
been made only from the bridge to the 
bluffs, a distance of five miles. Presi- 
dent Kinsey, in giving out these esti- 
mates, uses the figures supplied by the 
Alton & Mississippi promoters. 

Delegate John R. McCarthy of the 
Sixteenth Ward, who is chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that he will oppose the submis-

sion of a bond issue in excess of thef 


amount proposed at the special election 
last November. The amount of bonds 
specified for the completion of the bridge 
at that time was $2,7%,000. Mayor Kiel 
and President Kinsey say $3,500,000 will be 
necessary. In this estimate is included 
the cost of constructing a southern ap- 
proach to the bridge on the west side 
of the river. 

This approach would run from the 
bridge to the foot of Lesperance street, 
where it would connect with the Manu- 
facturers’ road, owned by the Busch 
brewery interests, and the Iron Moun- 
tain and Wiggins Ferry tracks. The 
southern approach is admittedly in the 
interest of the Manufacturers’ road and 
Was never contemplated in the original 
Lridge plans.

Small parked spaces at the corners 
where the new street approaches the 
Olive car tracks are incidental to the 
plan. 

The commissioners’ report fixed 
the total damages to the owners of 
the, condemned property at $223,200. 
Of this $30,200 was assessed against 
the city and the balance agains{ 375 
lot owners between Jefferson avenue 
and Sarah street, Locust street and 
Lindell avenue, who, it is held, will 
be benefited. 

The buildings to be torn down for 
the thoroughfare are owned by the 
Walker estate, to which $100,000 was 
allowed; the Pickel Realty Co., to 
which $120,000 was allowed, and some 
smaller holders. 

The ordinance for the improvement 
became effective in March, 1911. It pro- 
vides that at the point where the cut is 
to be made the street shall be 120 feet 
wide with a park in the middle.

THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 
We submit again to Gov. (Major the question 
of providing adequate insurance resources for 
the people of the State: 
Assuming that the principal insurance com- 
panies which have hitherto stpplied insurance 
in the State persist in their refusal to operate 
under the Orr law, how will the deficiency be 
supplied ? 

The wheat and other grain crops will soon 
be harvested. How can they be handled to ad- 
vantage without adequate insuragce? Will not 
the farmors suffer loss if they cannot hold their 
crops but must sell them from the field? How 
can crops be stored and sold in storage without 
sufficient insurance? 

There must be adequate insurance for build- 
ings of all kinds and stocks of merchandise. 
Credits on all lines of busizess in which stocks 
and stores are required depend upon adequate 
insurance. With insufficient insurance resources, 
building operations must cease; manufacturing 
and commercial enterprises will be checked; all 
business will suffer. 

Gov. Major has admitted the faultiness of the 
Orr law b~ dickering with the insurance men for 
a practical nullification of its objectiorable 
clauses; he joined with the Attorney-General in 
guaranteeing thefr protection from haracsing 
prosecutions. : 

What does he propose to substitute for it? 

Failing in his efforts to force the insurance 
companies to take the risks of punishment under 
the Orr law, is he willing to visit on the State 
the disastrous consequences of a legislative blun- 
der? Granting that the insurance men are wrong 
in their opinion but cannot be forced to operate, 
does the Governor propose to punish the people 
of the State for the misdeeds of the insurance 
companies? 

Any method to supply the deficiency of insur- 
ance resources the Governor may approve will 
require legislation. -Until some better way is 
found we believe a law which will enable the 
insurance companies to operate safely at a fair 
profit and will protect the public from oppressive 
combination and excessive cost is the only solu- 
tion of the problem. 

But Whatever method the Governor may ap- 
prove, he should take prompt steps to put into 
effect. He should place the situation before the 
Legislature with or without recommendations, as 
the only power capable of effectively dealing 
with it. If nothing is done until two years ir- 
reparable disaster may be inflicted on the State. 

The ldgic of the situation unquestionably urges 
an extra session. Gov. Major cannot escape the 
force of this logic nor responsibility for disre- 
garding it. Stubbornness is not statesmanship. 
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The refund in Arkansas of the excess over 2 
cents a mile will put a sad crimp in the surplus| 
of some St. Louis systems. The managements 
failed to profit not only by the 3-cent rate but 
by the increased traffic had the 2-cent rate been 
in force.

ST. LOUIS AS A SUMMER RESORT. 

This statement in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
interview with David Franklin Houston, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, will, in view of the tempera- 
tures prevailing since, be sure of a more appre- 
ciative perusal now than on the date when it was 
originally read: 

Most judges of the St. Louis climate are 
visitors who inhabit the valley of brick and 
mortar which composes the downtown dis- 
trict. I have had very little discomfort from 
the heat in St. Louls. I wish I could hope to 
be as little troubled by the heat in Washing- 
ton this summer as I was when I lived on the 
hill over by the University.

To 
realize that the resorter away from home would 
be comfortable if he could be as well fixed as the 
average St. Louisan at home, one has only to 
contrast the long list of hot-weather fatalities and 
prostrations in places hundreds of miles north 
with the inconsequential casualties of the sort in 
this city. St. Louis is the real summer resort for 
which vacationists should head, instead of for 
points in the Great Lakes and in the Northern 
woods. | 

Dr. Houston might have added that the official 
temperatures from which outsiders judge of St. 
Louls weather are also taken in the brick and 
mortar valley and do not fairly represent tem- 
peratures elsewhere in the city. It is not that 
uncomfortable weather is not felt as much here 
as elsewhere. There is not as much uncomfort- 
able weather to feel.

But 
here are young women who have been earning a 
living in a good and womanly occupation, and 
who therefore make a strong appeal to the men 
of St. Louis. They feel that they would like to 
go a little further than the humorist of the news- 
paper, and even a little further than they ever 
care to go in disputes between employes and 
employers. They would like to find out what is 
the right of this matter. Was this strike brought 
about by unjust wages or treatment? Or was it 
fomented for an ulterior purpose by allen inter- 
ests? It is not an ordinary strike; they are girls, 
and are good, industrious and sweet, as one knows 
from their pleasant and gentle voices, though one 
never sees them. A citizens’ committee should be 
appointed to try and determine this question. For 
it concerns citizenship and should not be left to 
the two sides interested in-the controversy, and 
biased and disquaitified by that interest, to settle. 

If the telephone company is wrong, we would 
like to know it. If the girls have been misled 
and are wrong, they should be told, and be prt 
back to work with as little loss of wages and 
positions as possible, G. K. ANDREWS.

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RESTRAINTS ON THE LOBBY. 
From the Chicago Dally News. 

A bill introduced by Senator Crawford 
to minimize the abuses of lobbying is in- 
tended to abolish the floor privileges of 
former members of Congress who engage 
in lobbying. Other provisions of this 
measure, to judge from meager reports, 
are, equally desirable. For example, the 
bill would require all persons to register 
who wish to discuss legislation before 
congressional committees and would lim- 
it their appearance and lobbying opera- 
tions to regular committee sessions. Cor- 
porations would be required to file state- 
ments of expense incurred through the 
activities of their paid lobbyists. 

Publicity of this character is extreme- 
ly desirable. It would help materially 
to prevent the insidious, underhand. 
shadowy kind of lobbying that leads 
to improper action by lawmakers and to 
their corruption in some instances. The 
provisions of the Crawford bill harmon- 
ize with Senator Sherman’s definition of 
a@ lobbyist as one whose occupation is 
“for hire to influence or attempt to 
influence legislation.’”’ They conform 
to Senator Hoke Smith’s expressed be- 
lief that everyone “is entitled to his 
day in court,”’ after which it is objec- 
tionable for him to continue “to create 
sentiment and work upon the judgment 
of the members of Congress.”’ 

It is less easy to restrict the kind of 
lobbying, if it may be so called, de- 
scribed by Senator Thomas, which takes 
the form of manufacturing artificial 
public sentiment. Lawmakers will al- 
ways find it their duty to discriminate 
carefully between true and false mani- 
festations of popular opinion.

In all accidents the first considera- 
tion ig to keep cool, to decide upon what 
is the best thing to be done, and then 
to carry out this plan carefully. If the 
injury is at all serious, a physician 
should be sent for. at once. If a child 
ts sent on this errand, it should be giv- 
en a written note. Quite frequently 
when a chilé is sent for a physician, he 
becomes so excited that he is unable to 
give the physician any definite informa- 


tion. ® 

Every home should be provided with 
an emergency medicine or first-aid case 
A: small cupboard or box should be se- 
lected to contain everything that is lia- 
ble to be needed in an emergency, and 
this should be kept stocked at all times. 
So frequently the remedies needed are 
in the house somewhere, but cannot 
be found at a minute’s notice. It Is 
better to keep all remedies and supplies 
in a definite place which is available at 
all times. 

In this case should be kept the follow- 
ing: 

One roll of absorbent cotton. 

One package of sterile gauze.

Fractures. dislocations and sprains 
should be given absolute rest. The pa- 
tient should be placed in as comfortable 
a position as possible, ice or cold cloths 
applied to relieve the pain and prevent 
swelling, and the patient kept quiet until 
the arrival of the doctor, who should be 
sent for in all cases of this sort. 


Druwning.—No summer passes with- 
out its accidental deaths by drowning 


When a drowning person has been res- 
cued from the water, he should be 
turned on his stomach over a barrel to 
remove the water from the stomach and 
lungs. Then he should be laid on the 
ground with a pillow under his shoul- 
ders, which allows the head to drop 
backward. The neck and chest should be 
free from clothing and open to the 
breeze. Artificial respiration should be 
commenced as quickly as possible and 
maintained for three hours if necessary, 
as persons have been restored after this 
length of time. One method of produc- 
ing artificia] respiration is to cross the 
arms of the patient over his stomach, 
then raise them over his head, pressing 
them well backward, then returning 
them to the first position, at the same 
time pressing on the sides of the thorax. 
This process should be repeated fifteen 
or twenty times a minute. It will be 
necessary for severa) persons to take 
turns in order to keep the movements 
regular. Do not give up too quickly! 

Sunstroke and heat exhaustion are 
common occurances. Sunstroke usually 
results from prolonged exposure to the 
sun’s rays, and heat:-exhaustion follows 
a continued remaining in a close, heated 
room. Following sunstroke, the patient's 
face is flushed, the temperture is high 
and the breathing deep and labored. In 
heat exhaustion, the symptoms may be 
nearly opposite, the face cold and pale, 
the pulse weak. 

In sunstroke, the treatment consists 
in applying_ice to the head, followed by 
a cool bath. A tub bath may be given or 
the patient may be laid on the ground 
and cool water poured over him. Care 
‘must be taken that the head is kept 
cold and sll the time, otherwise 
there might + rush of blood to the 
head. 

In heat exhaustion, a cold cloth 
should be applied to the head, the pa- 
tient should lie quietly in a cool darken- 
ed room. Stimulants may be given, A 
hot bath may be given, but rest and 
quiet are the most essential. 

During the hottest days of summer, 
everyone should take some precautions 
to avoid these two emergencies. Keep 
out of the direct rays of the sun as 
much as possible. Seek the shade dunug 
the middle of the day. It is better to 
arise at an early hour and attend to

Wealthy 
men had Aeolian lyres hung above 
their couches, so the playing of the 
wind would soothe them to sleep. 

The instrument was improved upon, 
and finally came the harp. Then, 
from the harp came the harpsichord, 
which was the father of the plano. 
The harpsichorgd was a harp in a 
wooden case. Instead of having felt- 
covered hammers to. astrike the 
strings, as in a piano, it had quills. 
This made a tiny sound, but !t was 
the best accomplished for almost 300 
years. The first real piano was made 
in Florence by & man named Christo- 
fori, in 1708. If you will open your 
plano you will find that it is a harp- 
shaped iron instrument put into a 
wooden case,
